| have a few minor correc- 
tions. Tod Browning's THE 
UNHOLY THREE was releas- 
ed in 1925 not 1923. The 
character portrayed by 
Wallace Ford in FREAKS was 
Phroso. This was also the 
name of a character in_an 
earlier Browning film, WEST 
OF ZANZIBAR (1928) with 
Lon Chaney. One of the 
scenes cut showed the 
freaks’ backstage lives and 
performing before audiences. 
Such scenes were cut 
because they did not relate to 
the plot and slowed the film 
down, not because they were 
grotesque as you reported. 
There was an epilog to 
FREAKS which showed the 
midget, Hans, reunited with 
his tiny sweetheart, Freida, 
after years of living in 
loneliness on a huge estate 
with only servants for com- 
pany. A tiny portion of this 
scene is stilf in most prints. 
| would dearly love to see 
an article on the films & 
career of Tod Browning. His 
life was almost as fascinating 
as his films. He ran away 
from home at 16 to join the 
circus, where he performed 
just about every job you can 
imagine. Several of Brown- 
ing’s films have circus 
backgrounds or are concern- 
ed with characters who are 
trickster: no doubt inspired 
by his days with the circus. 
lany of his best films were 
done in the silent era and are 
seldom seen or discussed in 
books or magazines except 
for FAMOUS MONSTERS).

Old-fashioned films of ‘“The Creatures Are Com- 
ing!”’ type are ever popular and two of this nature 
of particular interest are: 

INSEMINOID: British-made with former 
Hammer stars Judy Geeson & Stephanie 
Beacham. It’s the story of a disastrous space ex- 
pedition to a distant planet. An alien encounter 
results in a series of murders and the impregna- 
tion of a confused Judy who can’t understand her 
compulsion to destroy & devour her fellow crew- 
members. When a second spaceship lands to,in- 
vestigate what happened to the first expedition, a 
couple of unfortunate stowaways accompany it 
back to Earth: twin aliens which have been given 
birth by Judy!

i Don Glut talks to FM 


RACULA. 
INOSAURS. 
R. FRANKENSTEIN. 

‘ON GLUT has written about them all, from his leg- 
endary “Frankenstein Legend” to “The Dracula Book” to 
“The Dinosaur Dictionary ”. His new series of Franken- 
stein novels will be published by Starblaze. Now his 
greatest triumph, the novelization of THE EMPIRE 
STRIKES BACK, is on every newsstand—and translated 
into every tongue. Altho these words are being written in 
May, this issue won’t be on sale till the beginning of 
July,so most of you will already have read the book and 
seen the movie (what—10 times so far?!). Therefore, 
there’s no point in doing what every other magazine will 
be doing—rehashing the plot. Instead, we’re giving you 
Exclusive: an interview with the author of the book, aman 
who’s known George Lucas since film school days and is 
now one of Hollywood's hottest talents (writers) in the sci- 
fi, horror, fantasy, monster genre. When Don Glut was 

the plum assignment of novelizing THE EMPIRE 
STRIKES BACK he had to sign (in blood) an oath of si- 
lence, and swear he would reveal to no one, not even his 
wife, the secrets of the STAR WARS sequel. We have been 
unable to contact Mrs. Glut to confirm or deny the rumor 
but we have heard that during the writing of the book her 
husband slept with adhesive tape across his lips at night 
so he would not inadvertently talk in his sleep and let even 
his wife find out the plotline in advance. 
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Try as they may, the Powers That Be cannot seem to 
plug up leaks and inevitably someone jumps the gun and 
reveals surprises. Journalists thrive on such scoops. But is 
it fair to the producer? The fact is that over a year ago FM 
was told over a lunch table (by someone not even remotely 
connected with the picture) the plotline and shortly 
thereafter was handed an outline with all the facts. We 
chose not to publish it and spoil your fun of personal 
discovery. Also, it would have jeopardized Don Glut’s posi- 
tion, for who would have believed him—even tho he was 
scrupulously ethical and at no time revealed one word to 
FM. How could he have convinced his peers he was not the 
source of the secret information? 

Isaac Asimov claims good guys do finish first so we're 
testing his theory: here, for your enjoyment & enlighten- 
ment, is this Exclusive Interview with the author of THE 
EMPIRE STRIKES BACK novelization. 


FAMOUS MONSTERS: We imagine any number of 
authors would have been quick to set aside personal 
projects to novelize the sequel to STAR WARS. How 
did you come to be chosen for the job of novelizing the 
screenplay of THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK by 
Leigh Brackett & Lawrence Kasdan based on the story 
by George Lucas? 

DON GLUT: They were looking for someone about a 
year and a half ago. They had been reading lots of 
material by a number of different science fiction 
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On the snowy surface of the Ice Planet known as HOTH it, not Koolth?) we encounter a curious creature 
known as aTauntaun. The alien animal is capable of domestication and so we find Luke Skywalker astride the 

back of this curious beast. 3 
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writers and they got hold of some of my books and com- 
icbook stories and they finally called me and we met and 
they said one of the things they liked about my work was 
that it had a definite sense of humor. I don’t know 
whether that’s true or not—that’s up to the readers to 
decide for themselves if there’s a peculiar sense of 
humor going thru the stories. We talked at that time 
about possibly doing some character novels, like ‘Han 
Solo’s Revenge’’— 

FM: These are kind of off-shoots from STAR WARS, 
right? 

DG: Right. As a matter of fact I’ll tell you later ex- 
actly how those stories fit into the Sacred Writings or 
whatever you want to call them. In other words, they 
were considering me for writing things like some of the 
comic newspaper strips or some of these supplemental 
character novels. Specifically, they wanted me to do at 


the time the plot for one of the newspaper strips and to 
write a Wookie character novel, a Chewbacca book set 
on a Wookie planet. And then one day while we were 
seriously talking and thinking about the Wookie novel I 
got a call from the Lucasfilm office and they said ‘‘Don, 
we would like you to do the novel for THE EMPIRE 
STRIKES BACK.” It was Carol Titelman from the 
Lucasfilm office. 

FM: Who is Carol Titelman? 

DG: Carol is in charge of all creative properties for 
Lucasfilm. Now the way these character novels all fit in- 
to THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK is that I had two 
talks with George Lucas and asked him questions I had 
from the screenplay. I asked him about things that real- 
ly aren't described in the screenplay and I said ‘‘Where 
do all the comic strips, character novels, comic books fit 
in?” with the absolute Star Wars canon. The films are 
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the bible and the other things are gossip. 

FM: One’s gossip and the other’s gospel, in other 
words. 

DG: Exactly! 

FM: And from there you work and branch out, right? 
DG: Yes. And the other things may or may not be true. 
FM: You were talking about your sense of humor and 
how that played a role in the books. 

DG: Well, I thought those books were fairly good 
(laughing). At least one of the books they had—I don’t 
know if they read it or not—that was definitely written 
in a tongue-in-cheek attitude. But I don’t know if they 
read that one. It may have been too gruesome, I think 
someone said. 

FM: How much input did you actually have on the con- 
tent of the EMPIRE novelization? 

DG: Here’s. what I did. I was given the screenplay, 
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walker!’’ Are the instruc- 

tions to Dengar, IG-88, Bo- 
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which I kept under lock & key. It was very difficult at 
that time because a lot of people wanted to. know what 
was going on and to read the screenplay, and I had to 
keep it secret, so I did. I was also allowed to look at the 
preproduction paintings by Ralph McQuarrie.I was also 
allowed to look at the stills, whatever stills they had at 
the time. And I also saw the storyboards. So with all 
these things I was able to visualize what was going on 
in the screenplay a little better. And when I saw the art- 
work, and saw some of the stills—I actually couldn’t 
take them out of the Lucasfilm office—I brought some 
notepads and I sketched the machines while looking at 
all these magnificent paintings. I had my ballpoint pen, 
and I was trying to at least get some vague idea that I 
could take home with me of what the machines, ships 
and costumes looked like, so when I wrote about them I 
could get the little details. I guess some of the designs

may have been changed, I don’t remember. But that’s 
the way it is. I read the screenplay twice, and I read it 
again as I went along, however many times it took. 
Then I kept it as authentic as I possibly could. Because 
it’s really the authors of the screenplay and George 
Lucas, it’s their story, and I wanted to keep it as real& 
as faithful to the original as possible. I believe one thing 
people like in a novelization based on a film is that when 
you read the novel you can recreate the movie in your 
mind. You shouldn’t have a lot of things that are dif- 
ferent. And if there’s anything different in this it’s only 
because at the last minute something changed in the 
film that I didn’t know about. 

FM: Were there any extra things in the book that you 
thought you’d add in for clarification, for instance dif- 
ferent backgrounds or different characters? 

DG: Yes, I put a few things in which were eventually 
edited out because of length and the whole thing got 
just a little ponderous. In the first draft I had a little 
background material, like I would have Luke thinking 
back to things he did as a boy on Tatooine and things 
that referred specifically to the first movie. References 
that are not in the second movie which just slowed the 
action down. So in the final draft most of that went. 
FM: You mention that you read thescreenplay several 
times. What was your impression of it as an observer? 
When you got thru with it, were you impressed by it? 
DG: I think the second picture is far better than the 
first. Not that there are things wrong with the first, just 
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C-3PO’s vox box. Anthony Daniels, inside the many 
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Ford’s action. 
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that the second is more mature than the first. It’s less a 
hardware story and more a people story. And it explains 
a lot of things that weren’t in the first one. I think after 
seeing the second film, the first one seems a lot better, it 
throws light onto the first one. 

FM: So it’s not so much like a sequel but a different 
perspective on the same story. 

DG: Yes. Each one is going to tell a little bit more. It is 
going to fit together as one huge epic. 

FM: We have heard somewhere in an earlier interview 
that George Lucas is planning sometime in the near 
future to develop sequels. At this point, now that he’s 
done the second one and has the option to go on with the 
series, how many realistically can he be expected to 
make? 

DG: I think he said 9 pictures altogether. 

FM: It’s like the Bond series has 10 and now he wants 
to go 9. 

DG: Yes, Well, not like the Bonds really, I think he has 
this vision— 

FM: Only in the sense of Bond as an example. Isn’t 
Bond the longest running sequel type of thing? 

DG: No, Godzilla. There’ve been 15. 

FM: Correct! 

DG: And that doesn’t include HOLLYWOOD 
BOULEVARD, with Godzilla & Robby the Robot & 
Forry the Acker-monster in cameo appearances. 

FM: Then Lucas must have planned out the stories. 
DG: He has the whole thing in his mind. We talked 
about it but I can’t reveal it. But what I can say is that 
George is very smart. Even tho the pictures have the 
same characters & themes, they are very different from 
each other. EMPIRE STRIKES BACK is very dif- 
ferent, even tho it has Hans Solo & Luke Skywalker & 
the basic characters. In other words, when STAR 
WARS came out, everybody ripped it off, everybody 
imitated it, everybody jumped on the bandwagon. But 
now when the second one comes out, it’s not going to be

exactly like the first. A lot of it is set on land. It’s going 
to establish a whole new set of things for the people to 
try & rip off. 

FM: It’s an intentional difference. 

DG: Oh, yes. 

ee Each one is going to try & be a different film, 
right? 

DG: He’s not really repeating himself in this. 

FM: I’ve been reading a lot about a character Billie Dee 
Williams is playing. 

DG: Billie Dee Williams is playing Lando, who used to 
be a buddy of Han Solo and was the original owner of 
the Millenium Falcon. And I'd not seen any footage of 
Lando but from the script and from the stills, just 
knowing the type of personality that Williams has, I 
think he'll really take off. He’ll be a dynamite character. 
He’s going to be around for a long time, or at least I 
hope he is. 

FM: You did say they were sending him up for the third 
one? We don’t believe everything we read. Understand 
he’s on some sort of floating city? 

DG: It’s actually built on a unipod, a pedestal which 
floats above the planet itself. 

FM: You mean the planets are filled with these unipod- 
ded cities? 

DG: I only recall seeing paintings of the one, as a min- 
ing city. So it may just be the city in the clouds, I really 
don’t know. 

FM: Then people were going to live up there in those 
APODment buildings, right? 

DG: I thought you might say something like that! 
FM: We understand Lucas is sort of a quiet, shy sort. 
He hasn’t done many interviews, has he? How did he 
get the idea for STAR WARS? 

DG: At school he really used to like racing cars. He shot 
a lot of footage of racing cars. Once he rented a 
helicopter and shot aerial footage, which is really anim- 
pressive thing for a student film. And I think there is 
sort of a race car type sequence in all of these films. 
There's one in THX:1138, AMERICAN GRAFFITI, in 
STAR WARS there’s Luke’s car. Plus the fact that both 
AMERICAN GRAFFITI & STAR WARS had 
youthful characters, obviously dealing with youth & 
the problems they go through. So there is similarity 
right there. 

FM: Is he trying to play out some kind of Luke 
Skywalker role? Or a hero himself? Is he living out a 
fantasy? Or is this just something he’s interested in? 
DG: I think it might be a little of both. 

FM: Does he race cars himself? 

DG: I don’t remember. I think it’s just if you had all 
that money, what would you do? I might doa Star Wars 
movie, I might do a Frankenstein movie, I may do a 
dinosaur movie. There are so many things. George was 
lucky that he got the opportunity to do'SSTAR WARS 
and we’re lucky that he got the Opportunity todoSTAR 
WARS! He made it with love & affection, integrity... I 
remember the firstime I ever heard of STAR WARS I 
had just gotten back from a trip cross country. 
AMERICAN GRAFFITI had just opened. Then 
George called me, phoned me a few days later and said 
he’s got this big-budget space fantasy movie for adults, 
and at the time he wanted me to recommend some ar- 
tists. So that’s the way he described it back then. 
FM: So you were aware of the whole thing from the 
beginning? 

DG: Yes. But I didn’t hear from him too often. I don’t 
think I heard from him again until a long time after 
that. But the whole idea was at that time nobody knew 
what it was going to become. The only thing I wasn’t

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satisfied with in the first film was I’d like to have seen 
Darth Vader really get it in the end. I didn’t want to 
wait 2 years to see him again. I wanted him to get it like 
Errol Flynn giving it to Basil Rathbone. And I wasa lit- 
tle disappointed at some of the casting. 

Now Boba-Fett, there’s another new character. He’s a 
fascinating character. He appeared originally, I think, 
as a cartoon in that Christmas TV special they did. 
FM: Were there certain reasons that Lucas went with 
this particular set of actors? 

DG: 1 know Harrison Ford was in AMERICAN 
GRAFFITI. 

FM: Well, Mark Hamill & Carrie Fisher were relatively 
unknown at the time. 

DG: I think so. I think Mark Hamill is a science fiction 
fan and used to go to conventions. 

FM: How did you get your start? 

DG: Well, I was living in Chicago and I was one of those 
kids who made my own amateur horror movies, and I 
collected all the pictures out of magazines, went to all 
the horror films when they came out, bought all the 
comic books. I felt that I was probably the only kid in 


Chicago, maybe in the country, maybe the world, who 
was interested in these things. I had stacks of EC com- 
ics. Then one day I met a kid back in 1955. We used to 
compete to see who could get the stuff first. Then one 
day in 1958, he lived on the third floor, and he opened his 
window and said ‘‘Hey, Don, look what I’ve got!”” And 
he held up from out of that window the first issue of 
FAMOUS MONSTERS OF FILMLAND! It was very 
difficult for kids who didn’t know anything about still 
collections, National Screen Service & what not, to get 
fotos of Frankenstein’s Monster. We were always try- 
ing to draw the face. And then this issue came out, with 
all these pictures in it of Frankenstein’s monster, and 
Dracula & King Kong. And he didn’t tell me where he 
got it. And I went all over on foot to find that thing. I 
never did. It seemed like this one issue and it was 
published for just ME ONLY. Finally I was able to get 3 
copies. The important thing about FM is until that time 
I was pretty resigned to the fact that I was going to be 
in Chicago all my life and that I was going to have to 
keep these interests to myself and not be able to share 
this with anyone. But through the magazine, I found 
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Thrust! Parry! Smash! Luke Skywalker, representing the Force of Good, battles the Force of Evil, Darth Vader, 
in a clash of light sabres in a world light-years removed from.ours in space and an eternity of time distant. 


that there were people willing to look at my things and 
to share things with me and to correspond with. So I 
started to correspond with people, Forry included, peo- 
ple who not only lived on the West Coast but all over the 
country. So because of FAMOUS MONSTERS I hada 
place to show my things and a lot of other people did 
too. Asa result... 

FM:That was back when George Lucas & Steven 
Spielberg were reading it. 

DG: Yes.. 1 even know paleontologists who are my age 
who got interested in prehistoric animals thru FAMOUS 
MONSTERS & Harryhausen pictures & whatnot. So 
people went thru that and went into different areas. 
Forry was running stills from my amateur movies and I 
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met a number of people that were living out here in 
Hollywood. I came out to visit one year and found out 
that you can go to school and take cinema, and the next 
year I moved out. This is kind of a thrill for me because 
this is the first interview I’ve done in connection with 
THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK. Anyway, I think FM 
is responsible for whatever I have turned out to be. 

FM: Well, it’s the same thing with Stephen King. We 
have a letter from him when he was 13 years old saying 
he hoped to be a great horror writer someday, and sure 
enough, he did! We’re certain you'll brighten our pages 
many times in the 80s, Don, as you move from strength 
to strength up the ladder of literary, video & filmic suc- 
cess. May you be with the Force from Here to Eternity! 
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Cocky in the cockpit, that’s the word for the young fight-for-the-right astronaut Luke Skywalker. He'll pit his 

x-wing against alien odds. Or odd aliens. In THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK Luke is anything but luke-warm in

It all culminates in a spectacular battle in New 
York City, with Superman fighting a constant tug- 
of-war between his 3 enemies. Buses are thrown, 
cars explode and billboards shatter in a very long 
& exhausting brawl that finds them an equal 
match in strength. 

The final confrontation at Superman’s retreat is 
deliberately anti-climactic & sudden but Lester's 
direction displays such a firm, sure & steady con- 
trol thruout that it’s not an annoyance. He knows 
just when to be serious with the story and when 
not to be, without overdoing the charm, humor & 
romantic elements within it. This is therefore a 
much smoother & more consistent picture than 
the previous one, aided by a tighter & more imagi- 
native script construction. 

Allthe performers are superior, with Christopher 
Reeve conveying more natural & heartfelt emo- 
tion as both Superman & Clark Kent, and Margot 
Kidder considerably more restrained, believable 
& affecting as Lois. Even Gene Hackman makes 
Lex a much less hammy, more straightly humor- 
ous bad-guy.

While the special effects are not too astounding, 
amazing or original, that doesn’t matter very 
much, They service the movie well without over- 
powering the story and characters, as the filmak- 
ers plainly intended. The execution of the effects is 
not as colorful & flamboyant as they were before 
but they have a much stronger comic-strip flair in 
this movie for the most part. But they’re not the 
reason for enjoying it, as the characters prove to 
be more interesting than the visuals this time 
around.

Rene Clair, the great French film di- 

Heal died in Paris on March 15th at the age of 

Clair, who began his career in the silent era, 
directed his first film in 1923. The film was a fan- 
tasy called THE CRAZY RAY and concerned a ray 
which suspended motion. His other early films 
also included INTERVAL BETWEEN ACTS 
(1924), a surreal fantasy; THE PHANTOM OF 
THE MOULIN ROUGE (1925), about a disem- 
bodied soul; and THE IMAGINARY VOYAGE 
(1925). 

In 1936 Clair made his first English language 
film, THE GHOST GOES WEST. Robert Donat 
starred as a Scottish ghost who comes to haunt 
in America. In 1942 Clair directed | MARRIED A 
WITCH, with Fredric March, and Veronica Lake 
as the beautiful sorceress. He directed IT HAP- 
PENED TOMORROW in 1944. In this film Dick 
Powell starred as a reporter who could foretell 
the future. Clair’s last American film was Agatha 
Christie's AND THEN THERE WERE NONE 
(1945). Barry Fitzgerald, Walter Huston & 
Roland Young starred in this classic tale of mys- 
tery & suspense. Back in France, Clair directed 

- BEAUTY & THE DEVIL in 1949. It was a Faustian 
fantasy with Michel Simon. Clair retired from di- 
recting in 1965. 

Joseph V. Mascelli, the veteran cinematogra- 
pher, died in Los Angeles on February 28th at the 
age of 63. Mascelli had directed MONSTROSITY 
in 1964. The film concerned a mad scientist who 
transplants human brains to produce zombies. 

British character actor Garry Marsh died in 
early March at the age of 78. Marsh, who had 
appeared in films for over 50 years, was featured 
as Delbury.in THE MAN THEY COULDN'T AR- 
REST (1933) and as Belle’s husband in 
SCROOGE (1935) with Reginald Owen. He was 
Tarkington in MAN IN THE MIRROR (1936), an 
amusing fantasy with Edward Everett. Horton, 
and in 1945 he appeared in the classic DEAD OF 
NIGHT. His other film credits include THINGS 
HAPPEN AT NIGHT (1948), WHO DONE IT? 
(1956) & WHERE THE BULLETS FLY (1966) as 
well as a guest role in the British fantastic televi- 
sion series THE AVENGERS in 1968. 

Veteran character actress Ysabel MacCloskey 
died at the age of 64 on March 11. In 1971 Miss 
MacCloskey appeared in 2 fantasy films—BED- 
KNOBS & BROOMSTICKS and THE BROTHER- 
HOOD OF SATAN. In the late 1960s she had also 
appeared in a recurring role in the BEWITCHED 
television series as Aunt Hagatha. Most recently 
a had guestarred in television’s MORK & MIN- 


Silent screen star Louise Lorraine died on 2 
Feb. 1981 at the age of 80. Miss Lorraine was the 
screen’s second Jane to Elmo Lincoln's Tarzan 
in 1928’s THE ADVENTURES OF TARZAN. Miss 
Lorraine also starred in other fantastic films and 
serials of the silent era, including THE FLAMING 
DISC (1920), THE DIAMOND MASTER (1928), 
ae CHARLIE (1928) & THE JADE BOX 
(1930). 

On Feb. 6 Italian director Mario Camerini died 
at the age of 85. Camerini directed & co-wrote

the screenplay for 1954’s ULYSSES, the myth- 
inspired spectacle starring Kirk Douglas & An- 
thony Quinn. The following week on Feb. 13, 
Hugh Gray, who also co-wrote the ULYSSES 
screenplay, died in Los Angeles at the age of 80. 

Character actor Kermit Murdock died Feb. 11. 
Murdock, who appeared as Dr. Robertson in THE 
ANDROMEDA STRAIN (1971) was 72. Murdock 
was also featured in JUNGLE RAIDERS (1945) as 
Cragg and ON A CLEAR DAY YOU CAN SEE FOR- 
EVER, a 1970 musical film about reincarnation, 
as Hoyt Ill. In the 1969 STAR TREK episode ‘‘All 
Our Yesterdays’’ Murdock played the prosecutor 
and in 1972 he starred as Judge Fuller in THE 
6TH SENSE episode entitled ‘‘Witch, Witch, 
Burning Bright.’’ 

Actor-director Charles Irving died at the age of 
68 on Feb. 15. Irving appeared in 1967's PROJ- 
ECT X as Maj. Tolley and as Seidel in COUNT- 
DOWN the same year. During the 60s Irving also 
served as director for episodes of BEWITCHED & 
THE MAN FROM U.N.C.L.E. 

Film composer Ron Grainer died in England on 
Feb. 21. He was 57. Grainer composed the musi- 
cal score for 1971's THE OMEGA MAN, starring 
Charlton Heston as the last man on Earth, and for 
1973's THE DEVIL WITHIN HER. 

Veteran German film director Curtis Bernhardt 
died on Feb. 22. Bernhardt directed the 1931

German Scientifilm THE TUNNEL, about an at- 
tempt to construct an underwater tunnel beneath 
the Atlantic Ocean. The film was remade by Mau- 
rice Elvey in England in 1935 as TRANSATLANTIC 
TUNNEL. Bernhardt came to the United States in 
1940 and in 1947 directed POSSESSED, with 
Joan Crawford and Van Heflin. Bernhardt’s last 
film was KISSES FOR MY PRESIDENT (1964), 
the tale of the first woman elected President of 
the United States: Polly Bergen. 


BOND’S BOSS DIES 

Bernard Lee, the veteran British character ac- 
tor best known for his performances as ‘‘M’’, 
the head of British Intelligence in the James Bond 
films, died of cancer at the age of 73. He died in 
London on 16 Jan. 1981. 

Lee’s debut in the role of “‘M’’ came in the 
first James Bond film DR. NO (1962), with Sean 
Connery as Bond. Both Lee & Connery continued 
their roles in FROM RUSSIA WITH LOVE (1963), 
GOLDFINGER (1964), THUNDERBALL (1965) & 
YOU ONLY LIVE TWICE (1967). With ON HER 
MAJESTY’S SECRET SERVICE (1969) George 
Lazenby took on the role of Bond but was re- 
placed again by Connery in the following DIA- 
MONDS ARE FOREVER (1971). In LIVE & LET 
DIE (1973) Lee began his association with Roger 
Moore in the role of Bond, a duo which continued 
with THE MAN WITH THE GOLDEN GUN (1974), 
co-starring Christopher Lee as the villainous 
Scaramanga, THE SPY WHO LOVED ME (1977) 
& MOONRAKER (1979). Illness prevented Ber- 
nard Lee from continuing his role in the soon to 
be released Bond film FOR YOUR EYES ONLY. 

Lee’s other films include THE BRAIN (1962), a 
story of a living brain without a body, as Frank 
Shears. He was also seen in 1964’s DR. TER- 
ROR’S HOUSE OF HORRORS as the second bot- 
anist called upon to‘examine the intelligent plants 
that killed his predecessor. In OPERATION KID 
BROTHER, a 1967 spy spoof starring Sean Con- 
nery’s brother Neil, Lee played an ‘‘M’’-styled 
character named Cunningham. In 1974 Lee co- 
starred with Peter Cushing in FRANKENSTEIN & 
THE MONSTER FROM HELL. Lee played Tar- 
mud. 

In 1975 Lee co-starred with George C. Scott & 
Trish (THE HEARSE) VanDevere in the televi- 
sion version of BEAUTY & THE BEAST. Lee 
played the role of Beauty’s father, Edward Beau- 
mont. In 1969 Lee was also seen in an episode of 
the British series of supernatural stories, 
JOURNEY TO THE UNKNOWN, in a ghostory 
episode called ‘‘Poor Butterfly.’’ 

Roy Engel, a character actor in films & on tele- 
vision died on 29 Dec. 1980 at the age of 67. 
Engel played Dr. Carl Lawton in THE FLYING 
SAUCER (1950), one of the first films to deal with 
the subject of Unidentified Flying Objects. In 
1951's THE MAN FROM PLANET X, Engel played 
the constable in one of filmdom’s first encounters 
with a visitor from another planet. In 1952 Engel 
starred in ZOMBIES OF THE STRATOSPHERE, a 
serial, as Lawson. He again encountered extra- 
terrestrial beings in 1961’s THE FLIGHT THAT 
DISAPPEARED, as Jamison, and in 1962’s THE 3 
STOOGES IN ORBIT, as Welby. Engel was also 
featured in SILENT RUNNING (1971), LEGACY 
OF BLOOD (1972) & KINGDOM OF THE SPIDERS 
(1977) as Mayor Connors. On television Engel 
starred as the police captain in episodes of MY 
FAVORITE MARTIAN and as Pres. Grant in many 
episodes of the WILD WILD WEST during the 
60s. He was also featured as Dr. Rogers in an 
episode of THE INVADERS entitled ‘‘Condition: 


Red”’ in 1967.

OUTLAND is a brilliantly filmed, extraordinar- 
ily intelligent science fiction action film that 
smoothly combines the western-suspense story of 
HIGH NOON with the other-worldly environ- 
ment of ALIEN. But unlike Ridley Scott’s epic 
JAWS-in-outer-space, writer-director Peter 
Hyams doesn’t use OUTLAND as an excuse for 
contriving shock effects or startled jumps, but in- 
terweaves strong, multi-dimensional characters 
with taut, intricate narrative to make a most satis- 
fying, pulse-pounding thriller. 

Hyams needs no artiness or flashy technique to 
tell his story but generates bristling tension & 
anxiety in the use of camera angles, movements, & 
lighting. Unlike ALIEN, the style is purely at the 
command of plot & character development, with- 
out the least bit of pretentiousness or obvious 
flamboyance. He constantly conveys a sense of ex- 
pectant terror & danger, without being too somber 
or dependent on camera tricks. 


unusual attributes 

Just as importantly, the main characters pos- 
sess tremendous, deeply- caring humanit rather 
unusual for mar ence fiction films. Sean Con- 
nery makes one totally believe in his heroism, 
standing alone against people who won't lift a fin- 
ger to help him, and completely understanding the 
importance of his fight against corruption & irre- 
sponsibility. 


It’s High Moon time as lawman O’Niel prepares for his 
confrontation with the hired gunmen. 
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Madness on Io, moon of Jupiter, as far beneath its sur- 
face a miner cracks up and dies. 
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Rarely has Connery conveyed such compassion 
& vulnerability beneath his tough, intense exter- 
ior, especially in the warm & close relationshi, 
with his concerned wife. It could have been maud- 
lin & trite in the scene where his wife leaves him to 
return to Earth but Connery & Hyams make it 
completely sincere & touchingly believable. 


can sean foil boyle? 

As the villainous General Manager who tries to 
stop O’Niel by hiring 3 men to do the job, Peter 
Boyle never hams it up. He makes the ruthless 
character completely convincing as he clearly & 
logically tries to justify the illegal drugs to O’Niel. 
There’s no need for heavy-handed theatrics in 
Boyle’s character, for he makes one naturally un- 
derstand the process of the evil, corrupt mind, 
completely devoid of ideals or scruples. 

The one true-blue friend that O’Niel has is wit- 
tily & devotedly played by Frances Sternhagen, 
the amiable woman doctor who resourcefully 
helps him deal with the killers. She never makes 
the role easy comic-relief but as recognizably 
human & completely involved as the other main 
characters. 


super effex 

The fantastic, spectacular special effects are 
mainly saved for the grippingly suspenseful cli- 
max when O’Niel & his nemeses stalk each other 
thru & outside the mining complex. The shock & 
action of these scenes are never cheaply manipu- 
lated in Hyams’ direction because he never lingers 
over the gruesome aspects, instead focusing more 
on Connery’s reactions to everything. 

The very elaborate interior sets and the overall 
visual look do resemble ALIEN in their cold, 
smoky atmosphere and long tracking shots down 
corridors but Peter Hyams uses them more omi- 
nously & functionally, not decoratively or ostenta- 
tiously.

which, man or monster? 
OUTLAND proves that man is a much more 
powerful & deadly enemy than any alien monster 
but Hyams also persuasively & imaginatively de- 
picts that man’s will, determination & innate 
goodness can triumph over even seem- 
ingly impossible odds. As with Hyams’ previous 
suspense-adventure film, CAPRICORN ONE, he 
doesn’t need action-packed, whizbang special ef- 
fects or blatant shock tactics to compel involve- 
ment, only characters of deep human interest & 
filmaking at its most solidly paced & creative. 


hope for future films 

OUTLAND gives reason for hope in science fic- 
tion pictures because Hyams has faith in his abil- 
ity to tell a story purely & directly, without show- 
ing off or trying to prove that he’s an artiste. The 
lesson of his work could well be learned by many 
overrated directors of lesser talent & conviction.

Junket. 

It’s too bad “‘junket’’ sounds like “‘a little junk”’ 
because, let me tell you, from what I saw, THE 
BEAST WITHIN looks like Big Class! 

Go South, Young Man 

It all began, this air flight to Jackson, Mississip- 
pi, a few days earlier when FM’s editor-in-chief 
was phoned by publicist Mick Garris, inviting him 
to be the cornerstone of a group of press people 
who would gather in the South to cover THE 
BEAST WITHIN in action. But FJA couldn't at- 
tend due to prior commitments on the home front 
so the “laborious task”’ fell to your correspondent 
now located in Horrorweird and a past contributor 
to FM. 

What a chore! 

What a bore! 

Think of it! 

An all-expense paid trip to one of the South’s 
most beautiful areas . .. with all the free chicken- 
fried pterodactyl one could eat. 
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Meeting & talking with the cast & crew of what 
promises to be one of this year’s most scary films. 

Chauffeured about the countryside to the var- 
ious eerie locales selected for the production. 

Watching an entire morning’s shooting of one of 
the film’s key horrific sequences. 

An envious assignment for any fright film fan! 

The first morning everyone gathered in the local 
motel (which the cast & crew of THE BEAST 
WITHIN had partially taken over) for a brunch 
where everyone was introduced, questions posed 
& answered, photos & information distributed and 
a demonstration on “‘gory’’ makeup presented. 


Origin of THE BEAST WITHIN 
Chief among the crew was co-producer Harvey 
Bernhard, himself hardly a stranger to the horror 
genre, what with THE OMEN film trilogy to his 
credit. That trilogy was developed from a lunch 
hour conversation with a born-again Christian 
who happened to ask Bernhard if he had read The 
Bible’s Book of Revelations. A few hours later, the 
story treatment was already on paper for THE 
OMEN. THE BEAST WITHIN, Harvey ex- 
plamed, was born of a publisher’s catalog. Bern- 
ard’s imagination was captured bya brief descrip- 
tion of a new novel by Edward Levy which was 
soon to be published under that title. Its brief out- 
line was about a traveling salesman who takes ad- 
vantage of a preacher’s wife. The preacher finds 
out and imprisons the man in his cellar for years, 
the confinement eventually debasing the man into 
an inhuman monster . . . who ultimately escapes. 
Based on that catalog’s descriptive title & bare 
plotline Bernhard convinced Tom Holland to de- 
velop a screenplay which when completed was far 
removed from the Levy novel. 


Spooky Settings 

Principal photography on THE BEAST WITH- 
IN began 9 Feb. in Raymond, Miss., 20 miles 
southwest of Jackson. The site of the Civil War’s 
Battle of Raymond, the basically farming com- 
munity still boasts many beautiful 19th century 
homes. The Raymond town square was used as 
the center of town for the fictional Nioba (the 
screenplay’s setting). 

A large percentage of exterior filming for the $6 
million-plus production, including the entire first 
week’s shooting schedule, was done at night ina 
backdrop outside of Raymond. The company 
found itself working thru a thunderstorm, a polar 
front dropping temperatures to below freezing 
with the first snow to fall in the region in years— 
all in the course of one night! 

Another unsettling locale was Jackson’s Bap- 
tist Hospital, opened in 1909 and closed in 1975 
with the completion of the new Miss. Baptist Med- 
ical Center. Rumors of ghosts & mysterious 
events have surrounded the old building since its 
closure and the crew found itself joking over an ar: 
ticle in the January issue of Mississippi Magazine 
in which the writer claimed to have witnessed

supernatural events, particularly since the crew 
was to shoot at the hospital on Friday the 13th! By 
the end of the night’s filming, no one was joking 
any longer. The gaffers found lights turning 
around before their eyes; the elevator stopped 
only at the fifth floor; and the ceiling lights went 
on & off inexplicably. Naturally, all of the report- 
ers covering this film were skeptical but not only 
cast & crew members maintained that these 
events happened but local townsfolk also involved 
in the shooting corroborated the stor

“THE BEAST’—A GUARDED SECRET 

Thruout the days on location all the cast & crew 
were extremely friendly & talkative but each had 
been told not to reveal details either about the 
screenplay and especially about the makeup of 
“The Beast’ itself. Even the promise of a life-time 
subscription to FAMOUS MONSTERS could not 
unseal a single lip in the entire company. For one 
of the things Bernhard did not want was the mon- 
ster’s face splattered on every magazine cover 
prior to the release of his film (as in the case of 
THE FUNHOUSE, when the features of the 
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monster were printed in advance of the film’s re- 
lease). The producers & everyone involved felt 
that for the film to succeed, the varying stages of 
makeup must not be published before the film is 
released. For as Frederic March’s 1932 DR. 
JEKYLL & MR. HYDE progressively became 
more bestial with each succeeding stage from 
Jekyll to Hyde, so does Paul Clemens’ monster. 
become more hideous with each new transforma- 
tion. The makeup for the title character was 
created by Tom Burman & Associates and the ap- 
pliances executed at the Burman Studios in Los 
Angeles. Burman has previously shocked & 
delighted audiences with his work in the 1978 re- 
make of INVASION OF THE BODY SNATCH- 
ERS as well as in PROPHECY & THE PLANET 
OF THE APES series. He feels that his creation 
for THE BEAST WITHIN will be a classic mon- 
ster, breaking new ground in imaginative effects 
as have the recent ALTERED STATES, SCAN- 
NERS & THE HOWLING. 


The Horror Begins 

Nioba, Mississippi— 1964. 

A starless night. 

A heavy summer rain pounds the blacktop as a~ 
car’s headlights break the darkness. 

Newlyweds Eli & Caroline MacCleary (Ronny 
Cox & Bibi Besch) are on their way home at the 
end of a blissful honeymoon. 

Lost, they decide to turn back toa gas station to 
recover their bearings, when their car skids out of 
control and becomes mired in deep mud. Eli sets 
off for the gas station on foot for a tow truck. 

A few minutes later a huge semi-human thing 
moves thru the forest near the mired car. As it 

ainfully lurches thru the woods, it leaves a trail of 
Fissa behind it. Inside the car, Thor, the Mac- 
Cleary’s huge Alsatian, catches the Beast’s scent 
and goes wild. When Caroline opens the window to 
see if she can see anything, the dog leaps out and 
runs into the forest. Caroline gets out of the car 
but is unable to see where the dog has gone. Caro- 
line’s scent and calls for Thor attract the attention 
of the man-thing, which is suddenly confronted by 
a snarling Thor. The dog leaps at the monster, only 
to have its throat ripped out with one gnash of the 
Thing’s fangs. The dog’s dying moans bring Caro- 
line running headlong into the forest. An unearth- 
ly sound slowly begins to rise in pitch about her. 
To her horror she discovers that the woods are 
alive with millions of caterpillars—the Cicada— 
hanging upside down and shucking their coats. 
Their sound is that of insects in extreme heat. 

Caroline stumbles on, at last discovering the 
mutilated remains of her pet. From the darkness 
behind, a filthy claw brushes her hair. She whirls 
around and is horrified to find a hugh blackish 
shape confronting her. Attempting to escape, she 
hits her head and falls unconscious to the ground. 
The Beast sinks down. 

The garage mechanic & Eliarrive back at the car 
only to find Caroline gone. Eli searches the woods 
and finds his wife, unconscious, her clothing torn

their way to the hospital Eli asks about the in- 

cada,’’ replies the mechanic. ‘‘17 year 


fore they die.”’ As the truck speeds down the dark- 
ened road, several gunshots ring out from the 
woods behind them. 


Son of the Beast 


Caroline MacCleary recovered from her night- 
marish attack and gave birth to a beautiful baby 
boy a year later. Now Caroline & Eli are again ina 
hospital as their only son (Paul Clemens), lies dy- 
ing for unknown causes. He is plagued by recur- 
ring nightmares in which he enters an old Victor- 
ian house, led by the sound of tortured screams 
which emanate from beneath the floorboards in 
the kitchen. Just as Michael is about to set the 
howling thing free by lifting the trapdoor, he al- 

De ot scream. 
give Michael two weeks or so to live, 
since his body rejects all forms of food and he is 


slowly wasting away. They believe his disease 
may have been inherited, which prompts Eli and 
Caroline to return to the area where Caroline was 
horribly violated, for Michael is the off-spring of 
that monstrous being! 


A Strange Revelation 

Caroline & Eli promise Michael they will only be 
gone for a few days. Then they drive to Nioba, a 
small town untouched in part by progress since 
the days of the War between the States. 

Caroline goes into the town’s only newspaper of- 
fice, run by Edwin Curwin (Logan Ramsey). She 
discovers that on the same night she was attacked, 
Lionel Curwin was horribly murdered. At the 
same time, Edwin's brother, Judge Curwin (Con 
Gordon) is denying to Eli that there were ever any 
violent crimes during the past 17 years. 

The couple then heads toward the sheriff's office, 
where Sheriff Pool (L.Q. Jones) recalls that Lionel 
Curwin’s body was dismembered and that his old 
Victorian house was burned immediately there- 
after. No one, or thing, was ever found, and noth- 
ing like it has happened in the area ever since. 
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Paul Clemens, transformed into a beastman, with the 

strength of a Quasimodo picks up hapless victim and 

flings him from heights. Broken body lies on the 

ground after being flung from above by mad man- 
beast. 
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Possessed by The Beast 

Meanwhile, a very weakened Michael has left 
the hospital, unbeknownst to the doctors, and as 
tho some unknown power is possessing him, has 
driven to Nioba. As he approaches the town, the 
song of the Cicada begins, the firstime in 17 years! 
The teenager drives until he comes to the burnt- 
out ruins of the Old Curwin house—the same Vic- 
torian house of his dreams. The cicada’s song con- 
tinues as he enters the house, rising in pitch until 
it becomes the screams of a trapped thing beneath 
the kitchen floorboards. As if this were to be his 
destiny, Michael lifts the trapdoor only to find... 
nothing. 

But suddenly, an invisible essence of evil takes 
hold of the boy. As he climbs out of the cellar, he is 
not the same young man but one possessed by a 
malign force with a terrible purpose to fulfill. 


The Beast Strikes 

That same evening Edwin Curwin is preparing a 
meal when he hears a noise at his door. Going to in- 
vestigate, he discovers an exhausted Michael, 
who collapses at his feet. Perplexed, but more con- 
cerned about his burning roast, Edwin rushes 
back into the kitchen to salvage his supper. When 
he returns the boy has disappeared. Suddenly, a 
savage Michael appears from behind to crush Cur- 
win’s head with a lamp. Michael hungrily bends 
over his bloody victim. 


An Amazing Recovery & A Grisly Discovery 

Eli & Caroline, informed of Michael’s escape 
from the hospital, confide his history to Sheriff 
Pool and soon they have located Michael’s aban- 
doned automobile. Michael has, meanwhile, lapsed 
into unconsciousness at the home of young Aman- 
da Platt (Kitty Ruth-Moffat), who immediately 
calls for Doc Schoonmaker (R.G. Armstrong), who 
in turn informs Michael’s parents. The next day 
Michael seems fully recovered, his malady seem- 
ingly dissipated. However, Schoonmaker informs 
them that Michel has strangely added an inch to 
his height and several pounds to his weight. 

Judge Curwin discovers his brother’s body and 
calls the police. Edwin’s arms have been ripped 
out of their sockets, just as Lionel Curwin’s were, 
17 years ago. Later that day Michael leaves his 
sickbed to go to Amanda Plann’s house. Michael 
& the beautiful blond teenager go for a walk, 
Amanda’s dog following them. Michael asks 
about an area with fetid water and overgrown 
with dead trees. Amanda informs him that that’s 
“the bog.” 

Farther on they discover a dead tree with Cicada 
all about it. Michael informs the girl that Cicada 
means Eternal Life in the Chicksaw Indian lan- 
guage; that they cannot die but sleep for 17 years 
and that they’re also known as katydids. She re- 
veals that her father, Horace (John Dennis John- 
son), is Lionel Curwin’s cousin, therefore she is 
also related to the Curwin family. 

Suddenly, Amanda’s dog appears, a bloody, dir- 
ty stump of a human hand in its mouth! Edwin 
Curwin’s! 


More Horrible Revelations 

Later that evening, when the police & Michael’s 
parents are at the bog attempting to discover 
more of Edwin’s remains, Eli questions the town 
drunk, an old Indian half-breed named Tom Laws 
(Ron Soble) about Lionel Curwin. He learns it was 
Curwin who financially ruined Laws’ father along 
with hurting others in the town. Seems Tom’s best 
friend, Billy Conners, ran off with Lionel’s wife 
Sarah more than 30 years before. Lionel then 
ruined Billy’s mother financially but on the same 
night Lionel met his death the widow Connors saw 
her boy Billy. Made her crazy and now she’s con- 
fined in the local mental institution. 

All at once, at the bottom of one of the holes be- 
ing dug by the police, a human skeleton is dis- 
covered, then another! And still another! Soon, 
more of the town’s populace join in the digging un- 
til 36 skeletons are recovered from the bog. Doc 
identifies one as a woman he operated on and who 
was supposedly buried in the local cemetary. The 
undertaker at her funeral was none other than 
Lionel Curwin! 


The Evil Reveals Itself 
Elsewhere that same night, Michael confronts 
old Tom Laws. Michael—now possessed by Billy 
Connors’ spirit! The lad recalls for Tom how the 
half-breed’s father would tell them how they too 
could be like the Cicada; that they might die but

let their souls sleep for 17 years, always knowing 
they’d be reborn. As Michael continues, his voice 
becomes that of Billy Connors and he reveals to 
Tom that he’s going to kill all of the Curwins, even- 
tually torturing Judge Curwin as Lionel Curwin 
had tortured him. 


Embalmed Alive 

Meanwhile, Dexter Ward (Luke Askew), Lionel 
Curwin’s old mortuary assistant and now the 
town’s mortician, is falling under suspicion with 
the discovery of the bodies recovered from Nioba’s 
outskirts. He calls Judge Curwin demanding that 
he & Horace pay off heavily for his continued si- 
lence. After finishing his phone conversation he 
hears a noise. He goes back to his work, only to 
find the body of Edwin Curwin facing him! Some- 
one has sat the body up and it is now staring 
straight at him. Dexter walks into the refrigera- 
tion room, where 3 shrouded bodies lie on tables. 
He pulls a sheet off one, revealing a young girl’s 
body; another shroud is pulled off to reveal an old 
man. The third form looms up behind him. The 
sheet falls to reveal a bestial Michael holding a 
draining funnel with razor sharp edges. Dexter 
screams! 

Later, Pool & Eli go back to the mortuary to ask 
Ward some more questions. What they discover is 
the mortician’s body, a leg torn off. He has been 
embalmed alive!

A Plea for Help 

Elsewhere, Michael sneaks into Amanda's 
house and into her room where she lies asleep. 
Torn between his growing love for her and his bes- 
tial side which wants to kill every Curwin, he is 
halted by the timely arrival of his parents & the 
Sheriff who, having discovered him missing, 
suspect he may have come to Amanda. Horace de- 
nies Michael’s presence, not knowing of it, but 
when they discover him at Amanda’s bedside, 
calm once again, they defend his presence by say- 
ing he was protecting her from the murderer at 
large. Horace is hardly convinced and swears to 
kill the boy should he find him near his daughter 
again. 

The next morning Doc informs Caroline that Mi- 
chael has grown yet another inch and X-rays 
reveal a subcutaneous layer just beneath the epi- 
dermis. Michael’s parents wish to take their son 
home but Michael refuses, his growing attach- 
ment for Amanda as well as his “‘other side’s’’ de- 
sire for revenge both driving him. In the ensuing 
argument, Michael blurts out that Eli can’t make 
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him go since Billy Connors is his real father, not 
Eli. When pressed by both his parents about his 
knowledge of Billy, Michael denies knowing why 
he spoke Billy’s name. A few moments later he 
breaks down and tells Eli that he must stop the 
thing inside him. . . the thing which almost caused 
him to kill Amanda. 

But Eli & Caroline refuse to believe that their 
son could kill and continue to seek other answers 
to the mysterious killings. They go to visit the 
widow Connors, Billy’s mother, in the hopes that 
she may be able to shed some light on what hap- 
pened that night years ago. She tells them that 
Billy did indeed come back to her the night Lionel 
Curwin was murdered but that he wasn’t any

The Creature Kills Again 

Doc enters Michael's hospital.room to check 
him, only to discover the boy's neck bandaged. 
When he attempts to examine it, Michael shoves 
him back with such force that the old man is 
slammed unconscious against the wall. 

The MacClearys, back from their visit with the 
widow Connors, are confronted by Tom Laws out- 
side Doc's office. Laws tries to convince them of 
Michael's guilt in the murders but, catching sight 
of Michael behind the curtains of the office, he 
whirls and rushes away down the street. Running 
down an alley, he comes face to face with Michael, 
who stands passively before him. Laws turns tail 
and runs away, eventually reaching the town’s 
power plant a short distance outside town. He 
climbs a ladder to reach a catwalk above, only to 
find a maniacal Michael awaiting him. In a fit of 
frenzied fury, Michael lifts the half-breed above 
his head and hurls him to his death in the machin- 
ery below. 


Horror Unlimited 

Events move swiftly. Michael—aware of Billy’s 
partial control over him—realizes Billy’s spirit has 
moved beyond that of simple vengeance when he 
kills his boyhood friend, Tom Laws, just to feed 
upon his body.

read ‘Romero's direction & 
editing is EXCELLENT ...” 
There are a few minor lapses in 
the film's continuity but these 
are no doubt the results of 
BUGEE tary. restrictions. All in 
all, Romero’s modest $1.5 
million budget: looks like at 
least $10 million onscreen. My 
apologies to Romero freaks 
everywhere. 

As for Tom Jankiewicz in 
Fang Mail, issue 169, do you 
always read with your eyes 
closed? You're accusing me of 
saying something | never said! 
My critique clearly states that 
the film is a “‘cult blockbuster,” 
so saying that | claimed it 
would never attain cult status 
is pretty off-the-wall. | did say it 
would probably not reach 
“classic’’ status, which is 
something else.

Another reason is that most 
classic fantasy films are, or 
were, highly esteemed by 
movie critics, and DAWN is not 
what you would call a ‘critics’ 
movie.” Most ‘‘respectable”’ 
film critics ignored or panned 
the film, the most offensive ex- 
ample being New York Times 
“critic’’ Janet Maslin, who 
walked out of the theater after 
10 minutes because she 
couldn't take Savini’s effects, 
and then trashed the movie 
based only on what she saw. (If 
that isn't annoying enough, 
she panned ALIEN because it 
was too scary—an insane criti- 
cism if there ever was one, 
since the film was intentionally 
as intense as possible). 

Also, Tom, if you're such an 
authority on Goblin, the group 
responsible for DAWN's score, 
why didn’t you mention that 
they also previously did the 
music for Dario Argento's 
DEEP RED, or that the DAWN 
soundtrack is available on 
Varese Sarraband Records
